Equipment 


The normal January through 
April spring wildfire season in 
Alabama began with unusual 
severity due to rainfall defi- 
clencies, high winds, and low 
humidities. The situation be- 
came progressively worse daily 
from February 4, culminating 
on February 23, when 336 fires 
destroyed 31,000 acres in one 
day. At the peak of the emer- 
gency, over 4000 persons, in- 
cluding forest industry, com- 
pany and individual landowners, 
volunteers, and state em- 
ployees, and National Guards- 


men were assisting in the 
suppression effort. Acreage 
losses from February 4 to 


February 25 were estimated 
at 176,000 acres burned. This 
did and estimated $6,200,000 
damage to timber values alone. 
Thirty-five houses, a church, 
a pallet manufacturing plant, 
and various other structures 
were burned by wildfires at 
an estimated property loss of 
$1,027,000. In all, fires 
destroyed $105 million worth 
of future and present business 
for Alabama during this period. 


This figure is based on the loss 


to Alabama’s economy fromthe 
harvesting and processing of 
the burned timber values. 

The basic cause for the 
recent wildfire losses in the 
state is the critical lack of 
wildfire control capability by 
the Alabama Forestry Commi- 
ssion. The inadequacies were 
known on in advance, bul a 
static budget and mounting in- 
flationary pressures had re- 
duced and restricted the agen- 
cy's capabilities. Man power 
and equipment on hand simply 


Sheriff Moves 
Five From 
County Jail 


Sheriff Neil Grantham was 
beaming with pride Wednesday 
morning at 8 a.m. as he sent 
five state prisoners to Kilby 


prison. The thing that pleased 
Grantham more than losing the 
five inmates was that he got 
to pick the five that went. Pre- 
viously when the state did take 
inmates, they took short timers 
that could be sent to work-re- 
ease centers. Grantham told 


THE ELBA CLIPPER that he 


picked five of the worst trouble- 
makers and shipped them from 
his overcrowded jail. 

Those transferred and the 
crimes of which they were con- 
victed are: Jerome Merritt, 
assault to rape - ten years; 
Henry Bell, first degree mur- 
der - life in prison; Willie 
Knight, armed robbery - 17 
years; Clarence Miller and 
Larry Myles (who are _half- 
brothers) - armed robbery - 
ten years; Miller also received 
a nine-year sentence for 
sodomy. 

According to Grantham, at 
lease two of these have either 
escaped or attempted to es- 
cape while in the county’ jail. 

During November and Dec- 
ember over 57% of the prison- 
ers in the county jail were 
state prisoners that the state 
prisons had no room to house. 
They cost the county a total 
of $3,646.63 for these two 
months. 

Records from August 1975 
through December 1976 indicate 
that the county is charging the 
state $14,691.37-for housing 


,prisoners that state prisons 


couldn’t take due to a federal 
court order. 

The jail stays overcrowded 
with bunks in the hallways to 
sleep trustees and with county 
law officers being* very, lax 
signing of bonds, 
more people go home rather’ 
than spent the night in jail.

multiple fire occurrences. 

Another inadequacy noted 
during the recent outbreak of 
fires was in communications. 
Radio traffic was so heavy 
during the period that it was 
very difficult to get vital mes- 
sages peta ah Also, once a 
crew left their transport ve- 
hicle all communications with 
that crew were severéd. 

An extremely valuable con- 
tribution in many counties 
was provided by some 300 
rural community fire depart- 
ments. Losses in extreme 
rural areas were greatly re- 
duced by the volunteers’ assis- 
tance. Coffee County has no 
mural fire departments because 
such a plan was voted down by 
the County Commission. 

Law enforcement during the 
period of February 4-25 
reached an all-time high, Em- 
ployees of the Alabama Fores- 
try Commission were aided by 
state offices with police power. 
Twenty-nine people who 
violated State Forestry laws 
were arrested, and some were 
charged with third-degree ar- 
son. 

The recent wildfire emer- 
gency opened the eyes of many 
people throughout the state, and 
clearly showed a need for 
greater state participation in 
forestry policy.

Mr. Jim Rowe of the state 
board confirmed the grant in 
a telephone conservation with 
City Clerk Jack Prescott. 

The city had requested 
funds to resurface 800 feet 
of the North end of the North- 
South runway that is badly 
cracked. The estimated cost 
of this is $8000. However, 
state engineers noted that the 
entire airport needed work and 
these funds will allow three 


coats of ‘seal’ on the bad area: 


and one complete coat on the 
entire runway. Somd additional 
money may be necessary from 
local funds but estimates are 
that it will not exceed $3000.

Gas Company Works 


To Prevent 


Natural gas is too precious 
a natural resource to waste 

To eliminate waste of natur- 
al gas through undeground 
leakage, and tO further tighten 
the long-term safety of its dis- 
tribution system, the Southeast 
Alabama Gas District is en- 
gaged in a giant cathodic pro- 
tection program. 

Thousands of excavations 
along the Gas District's lines 
have made the public aware of 
the program. Some excavations 
cause temporary disruption of 
traffic, and there are occasion- 
al rough spots in patched 
streets - spots which will be 
smoothed out before the pro- 
gram is complete. 

R. J. Smith, manager of the 
Southeast Alabama _ Gas Dis- 
trict has explained the project 
in these words: 

“Under the U.S. Pipeline 
Safety Act, we have been 
directed by the Department of 
Transportation (DOT) and the 
Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission to apply cathodic pro- 
tection toour entire distribution 
system of over 700 miles of 
undergroynd lines. 

‘‘Cathodic protection,’’ Smith 
said, ‘‘protects gas lines from 
stray currents of electricity 
which may get into the lines, 
setting up magnetic fields which 
can cause portions of the lines 
to deteriorate. With cathodic 
protection these stray currents 
are dissipated harmlessly into 
anode beds. 

The Gas District’s 460-mile 
transmission (supply) line, 
Smith said, has been catho- 
dically protected since it was 
constructed in 1954-55. 

Performing the highly tech- 
nical work are specially trained 
Gas District crews, together 
with technicians.and work crews 
from General Corrosion Ser- 
vice of Atlanta. 

Work has been completed in 
several Gas District member 
cities, Smith said, including Ft. 
Deposit, Headland, and Abbe 
ville, and in three franchised 
cities, Daleville, Gantt and 
Newton. 

Work is nearing completion 
in Eufaula, and is well under 
way in Dothan, largest city in 
the District. 

Crews will move on as they 
complete each city, until all 14 
member cities and all 1] fran- 
chised cities have full cathodic 
protection. 

‘‘We realize that this project 
is causing a good deal of in- 
convenience,’’ 
blocked traffic and streets that 
are rough until we have com- 


pleted paving repairs. We 
apologize for this  incon- 
venience, and we assure the 


public that all streets will be 
back to normal when we wind up 
our program.”’ 

Target date for completion 
of the vast project is September 
1977, 


Under provisions of the 
Pipeline Safety Act each of the 
country’s hundreds of gas utili- 
ties have undertaken a similar 
program. 


“Cathodic protection is a 
good program,’’ Smith said. ‘‘It 
is essential to some gas utili- 
ties, and to some degree our 
Southeast Alabama system 
really needed it. We have no 
measurable deterioration in our 
lines since they were installed, 
most of them over 20 years 
ago, 

“The program does provide 
an added measure of pro- 


tection,’’ he added, ‘‘and we ari:

Bequest to Bowser 


In her will, dog lover Agatha 
left a bequest of $1,000 in cash to 
her beloved Bowser. But when 
the will was tested in the court- 
room, this clause was thrown out 
The court said an animal cannot 
“take’’ under a will because it has 
no legal capacity to own property. 


Most courts would probably 
rule the same way in case of a 
direct bequest to a pet. In fact, 
even when money has been left 
indirectly in the form of a trust 
fund, some courts have still found 
fault. 

For example: 

A man left money in trust for 
his pet parrot, naming a friend as 
trustee. But again the court 
found the trust unenforceable. 
The court pointed out that with 
no human beneficiary, there was 
no one to take action in case the 
trustee did not choose to carry 
out his responsibilities 

On the other hand, a bequest 
for the benefit of animals in 
general is usually upheld as a 


“charitable” trust. As such, it 
can be enforced by a govern- 
mental agency. 

Thus: 

A bequest for the relief of 
“hungry, thirsty, abused and 


neglected horses, dogs and cats’’ 
was challenged by relatives of the 
deceased, who called it frivolous 

But the court upheld the be- 
quest as a valid charitable trust. 
One judge explained as follows 
the law's favorable attitude to- 
ward this kind of arrangement 

“A gift for the protection of 
animals tends to encourage kind- 
ness toward them, to discourage 
cruelty, and to ameliorate the 
condition of the brute creation, 
and thus to stimulate generous 
sentiments in man toward the 
lower animals, and promote feel- 
ings of humanity and morality 
generally, and thus elevate the 
human race.”

A women’s club president asks: 
“Does it matter how long a 
woman took DES drugs during 
pregnancy for there to be a 
cancer danger for her daugh- 
ter?’’ 

ANSWERline: For readers who 
may not be familiar with this 
Subject, DES is an abbrevia- 
tion for types of synthetic hor- 
mone drugs once given to 
pregnant women who were in 
danger of bleedihg, miscar- 
riage, or were diabetic. A very 
rare type of cancer has been 
found in a small number of 
their daughters, and the drug 
is no longer given to pregnant 
women. There does not appear 
to be a relationship between the 
length of time the drug was 
taken and the effect on the 
offspring. However, studies 
have shown that it matters when 
the drug was taken -- partic- 
ularly if it was taken during the 
first five months of pregnancy. 
lf you are asking this ques- 
tion because you took DES or 
one of your club members did, 
it is wise to discuss the matter 
with a physician. 


***A female attorney explains: 
“Three years ago I had a mas- 
tectomy and while I am happy} 
to say that my health is fine, 
I have never adjusted to wear- 
ing an artificial breast. What 
about plastic surgery?”’ 
ANSWERIline: The first person 
you should ask is the surgeon 
or physician who is in charge 
of your medical treatment. For 
some women, it is possible to 
reconstruct a missing breast 
using a special implant and 
operative techniques, even 
years after the original sur- 
gery. Your physician may be 
able to refer you to a plastic 
surgeon who can explain what 
you can realistically expect 
from a reconstructive proced- 
ure.

ANSWERIline: Geography and 
cancer is an interesting subject 
because the occurrence of a 
particular form of cancer can 
vary from country to country-- 
for example, breast cancer isa 
major U.S. health problem, but 
is far less of a danger to wom- 
en in Japan. Also, the National 
Institutes of Health recently 
completed a study of geographi- 
cal patterns of cancer death 
rates within the U.S. for whites, 
blacks, American Indians, Jap- 
anese and Chinese. There was 
a striking similarity in where 
particular forms of cancer were 
recorded. There were general- 
ly higher rates of cancers of 
the breast, colon, rectum and 
esophagus in Northern states 
and lower rates of these dis- 
eases in the South. 

Cancer of the larynx, blad- 
der and ovary also had above- 
average rates in the North. 
Such studies are important in 
determining possible environ- 
mental factors in cancer. 

The American Cancer Soc- 
iety has a Cancer Prevention 
Study covering a million per- 
sons in major regions of the 
nation and this information bank 
offers another way to analyze 
where cancers occur and why.

Few people are not inspired 
with the sunshine and rain to 
do a little planting in the 
Springtime. Perhaps most of

CORN 

Coffee County farmers are 
developing a new awareness of 
the value of increased corn pro- 
duction. The possibility of 
greater yields from earlier- 
planted corn, new varieties, 
plus new techniques and the 
hope of adequate rainfall have 
turned a lot of corngrowers on. 

Not many corn growers are 
going to be satisfied with 40 
to 50 bushels of corn per acre. 
Most growers are going to be 
shooting for from 175 to 100 
bushels per acre and more. 

One way to achieve this is 
to plant the recommended var- 
ieties closer in the drill and 
control weeds and grasses with- 
out having to result to deep 
and damaging cultivation. Ex- 
cellent materials are available 
to control weeds and grasses. 
We need to greatly improve 
our corn - growing techniques. 
A lot of Coffee County farmers 
are going to make that change 
this year. 


STANDS 

April is the first of two or 
three critical months for peanut 
producers. I hope we can get 
all our 27,000 peanut acres 
planted in April. April-planted 
peanuts are generally at the 
stage of maturity to get the 
maximum benefit from July and 
August rains. Historically, we 
get enough rain during these 
months. 

I hope we can plant as early 
in April as practical. Why? 
We usually have enough soil 
moisture to get an excellent 
stand. Weed and grass control 
chemicals are more active and 
more effective when the soil 
is moist. I have seen the time 
when we waited too late in 
April and on early May, and 
the soil dried up. It was diffi- 
cult to get a stand. Most grow- 
ers who want to get a good 
stand will be planting from 80 
to 100 pounds per acre, some 
more than 100 pounds. Don’t be 
hesitant to plant 100 pounds of 
seeds to take care of any kind 
of dry weather, cold weather or 
seed that don’t have the highest 
germination.

FARM TALK

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POULTRY HOUSE LITTER 

A number of broiler pro- 
ducers in the county are making 
plans to feed poultry house 
litter to cattle as part of their 
total feed ration. I talked with 
William and Ray Mathews and 
Jeff and Larry Adkinson in the 
New Home community a few 
days ago. They would like to 
follow a system of feeding the 
poultry house litter in com- 
bination with corn and other 
ingredients directly to their 
brood cows and stocker ani- 
mals. Rations containing lim- 
litter are being used success- 
fully in many parts of the 
country. Interest in this is 
growing in this area. 

We hope to set up a meeting 
in the late spring or early 
summer specifically for Coffee 
County farmers to go into this 
practice in detail. 

Where »roiler growers have 
several houses, their require- 
ments for poultry house litter 
on their crop lands and pastures 
are met; and they have a sur- 
plus of this excellent material. 
Those of you who have an in- 
terest in attending this meet- 
ing should let me know, and I 
will send you an invitation to 
this meeting.

HOME GARDENING 

“High food prices, short- 
ages, and economic conditions 
are prompting more interest 
in backyard gardens than we 
have seen since the Victory 
Gardens of World War II,’” says 
Bill Hughes, District Conser- 
vationist for the Soil Conser- 
vation Service. 

“A backyard garden plan 
should * include conservation 
practices,’’ Hughes said. 

“The seed packets usually 
say, ‘plant in well-drained, fer- 
tile soil with plenty of sun- 
shine.’ This is sound advice, 
but many of us live in areas 
that do not have ‘well-drained, 
fertile soil.’ : 

“Some soils are cloddy and 
hard. Plant roots have a hard 
time penetrating the rough clay 
soil. In wet seasons, the roots 
may literally suffocate. Other 
soils are sandy and excessively 
drained. Plant food and water 
qucikly pass through this kind 
of soil, leaving the plants with- 
out water and nutrients.’’ 

“Often the only garden spot 
available is on sloping land. 
This may present erosion prob- 
lems.’' ‘‘What is needed inmost 
garden soils may be summed 
up in three words,’’ ‘‘More or- 
ganic matter.’ 

“A mulch such as straw, 
leaves, grass and sawdust helps 
prevent erosion It protects the 
soil from hard rains that wash 
away soil particles, It keeps 
the wind from blowing the soil 
away. Organic matter helps 
heavy soil absorb water better, 
loosens it up for better root 
growth, and makes more min- 
erals available. Similarly, or- 
ganic matter in sandy soils act 
like a sponge and holds plant 
food and moisture for the veg- 
etables to use.’’ 

‘But you can’t improve your 
soils by adding just a little 
organic matter - you need a 
lot. If you buy it in the form 
of peat moss, bark, or manure, 
it can be expensive. 

“The moct practical answer 
for most people is the home 
compost heap. In the course of 
six months or a year, most 
people will send away enough 
grass clippings, leaves, and 
other organic wastes to create 


a real home fertilizer factory.’ 

“The recipe for your home 
fertilizer factory is simple: 
Build a container of wire fence, 
wood, or concrete blocks, pre- 
ferably in a remote shady part 
of your yard, Instead of over- 
burdening your sewage disposal 
facilities with garbage ground 
up in your kitchen disposal unit, 
put all organic wastes such as 
coffee grounds, potato peelings, 
and other vegetable wastes in 
your compost heap. Leaves, 
grass clippings, wood ashes, 
and anything else that is ori- 
ginally from plants can go in. 
But don’t put meat wastes or 
bones in the compost because 
they will attract dogs and cats.

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If you have leftover soil from 
potting flowers or a little. left- 
over fertilizer from your lawn, 
pitch that in too. Stir the mat- 
erials from time to time and 
keep damp in dry spells, In 
about six months you will have 
created a superior organic fert- 
ilizer."’ 

“These domestic organic 
wastes of kitchen and lawn 
trimmings can comprise 18 to 
30 percent of our nation’s solid 
waste materials. By recycling 
your own organic garbage in 
your garden, you will improve 
the environment while reducing 
your grocery bill,’’ Hughes said. 


FISHPOND MANAGEMENT 

Now is the time to begin 
fertilizing your farm pond if 
you have not yet. Fertiliza- 
tion of a pond is important to 
provide maximum fish produc- 
tion per acre for bass and 
bream. If you have catfish 
alone, do not fertilize -- the 
eat catfish pellets specially for- 
mulated. 

As a general rule fertiliza- 
tion should begin at the first 
warm spell after February 15. 
The fertilization rate is 40 lb. 
of 20-20-5 per acre every two 
weeks for the first three appli- 
cations, then every four weeks 
or when your hand can be seen 
in water clearly at elbow depth. 


FERTILIZE WATERWAYS 

Do you have waterways with 
washes or sanded in spots? 
Good fertilization is important 
to maintain your grass cover’ 
on a waterway. So often during 
breaking and disking our fields, 
the waterways and field bor- 
ders take areal beating: Every- 
where there is grass disturbed, 
there is a potential wash, and 
you need to take the time to 
patch and fertilize the entire 
waterway. Usually fertiliz- 
ing your waterway with the rest 
of the field is enough, but when 
peanuts are planted, additional 
nitrogen may be needed, espec- 
ially in the first three years. 
Of course, if you plan to use 
the grass for hay, a better 
fertilizer program will be need- 
ed. Waterways are the heart 
of the cropland water disposal 
system; if they are not working 
properly, then you are sure to 
have problems with the rest of 
the field.

Commissioners Hear Requests For More Radios 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, March 28, at the Court- 
house in Elba. They voted 
unanimously to seek legislative 
approval of a plan to change 
the commission's meeting dates, 

It was originally proposed 
that the meetings be changed 
to the first and third Tues- 
days of each month; however, 
the proposal was dropped due to 
a possible problem in paying 
county bills. Mr. Ed Johnson, 
a former Clerk of Commission- 
er’s Court who is currently 
serving in an advisory capa- 
city, told the board he felt it 
would be making a mistake to 
change the meetings to the first 
and third Tuesdays of each 
month, 

Johnson then suggested 
holding the meetings on the 
second and fourth Tuesdays. 
After a lengthy discussion, the 
commission decided to hold the 


-meetings on the second and 


fourth Tuesdays of each month, 
and to start the meetings at 
8:00 a.m. The board also 
voted to hold the first meet- 
ing each month in Elba, and 
the second in Enterprise. 


The state legislature must 
approve the change before it 
change before it can take ef- 
fect, and until it does so, the 
meetings will continue to be 
held as in the past. 


The commission’s first or- 
der of business Monday morn- 
ing was to open bids on ve- 


, hicles to be used by the County 


Highway Department. The 
first bids opened were on three 
(3) trucks (a flatbed and two 
dump trucks). Dowling Truck 
& Trailer offered a bid of 
$24,602, Cook Chevrolet bid 
$20,605.74 and Ed Sherling 
Ford sent a bid of $29,084.33. 

The commission voted una- 
nimously to aceept the low bid 
received from Cook Chevrolet 
of Elba. 

The second bids were ona 
car to be used by engineer 
Leslie Mullins. Bids received 
were: Cook Chevrolet 
$4492.75 with trade-in and - 
Ed Sherling Ford - $5232.56, 
not including trade-in. 

The commission again voted 
uannimously to accept the bid 
from Cook Chevrolet. 

Mr. Marvin Mcllwain, coro- 
ner, from the Elba division of 
Coffee County, addressed the 
commission and requested he 
be reimbursed in the amount 
of $410 for a 2-way radio he 
purchased which was vitally 
needed ‘in his job. Mcllwain

told the board the radio had 
proven its worth, and also re- 
quested the commission buy 
a similar radio for Mr. Danny 
Bradley, the coroner in the 
Enterprise division, 

Mcllwain told the commis- 
sioners his job had cost him 
over $200 above expenses, and 
informed them that several, 
counties had placed coroners 
on a salary, instead of paying 
them on a per-case basis. 

Comm. Bennie Beckham 
asked Mcllwain if raising the 
fee per case would alleviate 
his problems. Beckham felt 
the irregularity of the coro- 
ner’s job prevented it from 
being considered as a straight 
salary type post. 

Mcllwain told Beckham that 
raising the fee wold help, and 
all the commisioners voiced 
a favorable response to help- 
ing the coroners. The board 
promised to act on his re- 
quest to be reimbursed for the 
radio at their next regular 
meeting 
Note: The Coroner’s only form 
of pay at the present time is 
$12.50 for each case investi- 
gated and 15¢ per mile for 
automobile expenses). 

Ms. Virginia Holman of 
the Soutneast Alabama Reg- 
ional Planning and Developers, 
met with the board and in- 


formed them that her office had 
submitted a request for Coffee 
County to receive funds to up- 
d4te a planning study conducted 
in 1973. The grant would be 
a $6000 project with the county 
providing 1/3 ($2000) of the 
money. Holman urged the com- 
mission to go ahead and sup- 
port the program, and told 
them it could help them in the 
future when applying for 
other funds. 

The commission told Ms. 
Holman it would discuss the 
program at a later meeting. 


Mr. Rufus Bradley was back 
before the commission again, 
and wanted to know of the pro- 
gress in getting the right-of- 
way on the Goodman Road. Mr. 
Bradley presented Judge 
Sawyer with a list of names 
of people who want the road 
paved. 

The commissioners told 
Bradley that getting the right- 
of-way was a delicate matter, 
and asked him for a little more 
time to get something done. 
Judge Sawyer asked Bradley 
(and a rather large delega- 
tion) to leave the problem’ to 
the commision, and suggested 
that the delegation might be 
going about the problem in the 
wrong way. 


Before leaving, a member 


of the delegation told the board 
that they didn’t want the road 
machines to be pulled out of 
their area until their road 
is fixed! 


Before breaking for lunch, 
the commission heard a re- 
quest by Mr. Eugene Farris 
that the county remove bushes 
and trees from along the road- 
way on a rural road used by 
him and other farmers. 

The board appointed Mr. 
John B. Johnson and Mr. Joe 
Meachum to serve on the Cur- 
tis Water Authority. Johnson’s 
term will expire in 1981, while 
Meachum will serve until 1983. 

Mr. Frankie Allen was first 
to address the board during the 
afternoon session, and he re- 
quested the county work his 
road since it is officially list- 
ed as a ‘‘public’’ road. Allen 
needed the county to admit their 
responsibility for the upkeep 
of the road so he could obtain 
a loan to build a home on it. 

A delegation from the Pen- 
sions and Security Department 
met with the board, and Mr. 
Johnny B. Maddox, who is the 
chairman of the board for the 
P & S Dept. in Coffee County, 
stood up and demanded that 
the DAILY LEDGER ( a news- 
paper in Enterprise) retract 
statements that were printed 
following the previous com- 
mission meeting concerning the 
Food Stamp Program. Maddox 
read excerpts from the art- 
icle and singled out what he 
called totally false statements. 

‘The story is totally false,’’ 
accused Maddox. ‘‘No one has 


ever made the ridiculous sal- 
aries the paper reported.
